dent of the school board when 
Mr. Layne was first elected to a 
position here: Marion Wilkerson. 
Cecil Horton, Roy Little, and J. 
C. Helm. 
Jam es Bell Layne, for 46 years 
a teacher in the public schools of 
Texas, was born near McMinn­ 
ville. Tennessee in 1882. He a t­ 
tended college in Arkansas and 
came to Texas in 1882 when a 
young man. He did his first teach­ 
ing in McLennan County. While 
teaching in th at county he estab­ 
lished the /irst graded rural school 
in the county, and one of the 
first in Texas. He was later sup­ 
erintendent of the school at Meri­ 
dian and Valley Mills in Bosque 
County. In 1901 he was elected 
superintendent of the Hamilton 
Schools and served for six years. 
He then moved to Rule and en­ 
gaged for a while in the drug 
business and purchased a farm. 
The urge of teaching, however, 
soon called him back into his 
original profession and he was 
eleoted superintendent of 
Rul? 
Schools, which post he filled for 
several years before resigning in 
1912 to accept the position os 
principal 
of 
Comanche 
High 
School, a position he held until 
1919 when he was elected super­ 
intendent of the Clifton Schools. 
The next year he returned to Co­ 
m anche 
as 
superintendent 
and 
held th at position until he retir­ 
ed in 1924. 
After quitting teaching a se- 
con time, Mr. Layne moved to 
Arkansas to live on a truck farm, 
but again his love for the school 
room was too great and after a 
year he returned to Comanche 
Rnd located on his small truck 
farm three miles north of town 
and a few months later was elect­ 
ed principal of the Van Dyke 
School. He continued in this posi­ 
tion until forced to retire on ac­ 
count of his health five years la­ 
ter. About tw’o years ago lie re­ 
moved to his former homo in the 
city of Comanche 
In the old educat.onal days of 
more than a decade ago when 
teachers institute* and normals 
were the order of the day. Mr 
Layne was one of the ablest lead­ 
ers of his time 
He conducted 
mor.* than 20 surrmer normals in­ 
cluding six oi se\ :i at John Tar- 
leton College. Others wire h Id at 
M eridian. 
Hamilton, 
Comanche, 
and Baylor University. One oi th«* 
prized treasures of Mr. Layne*s 
was a gold watch and ch cti pre­ 
sented by the student , of the Sum ­ 
mer Normal and faculty of Tarle- 
tcn College. He conducted many 
institutes and served on the rjoarci 
of i xammer > when teachers u. t*d 
to go to the court houses to take 
exam inations for teachers certi­ 
ficates. 
Mr. Layne made a special study 
of chemistry and was so filled 
with enthusiasm when teaching 
that subject that he greatly in­ 
spired his students and nevtr fail­ 
ed to instill within them the love 
of th at subject. He often pointed 
with pride to the number of suc­ 
cessful doctors who received their 
start in his chemistry classes. 
While science was Mr. Layne’s 
.speciality, he was well versed in 
all subject« and had more gi n- 
cral information on all subjects 
t h a n any man th at *t ever has 
be^n the writer's privilege to meet. 
No pupil, no m atter w hat subject 
he was having trouble with, ever 
went to Mr I avr.c for help and 
failed to get it. Not only was Mr. 
Lavne a great instructor, but lie 
had the happy faculty of firing 
h is students with an ambition to 
do worthwhile things, No person 
ever came in contact with him 
th at was not made b itte r by the 
association. 
Mr. I^ane v.as universally lov­ 
ed and it is not likely that there 
can be found many communities 
in Central Texas where there aie 
not men and women who have 
been influenced by hi« life. He 
along w’ith Prof. Rogers of an 
earlier date will aJw’ays be remem­ 
bered kindly by hundreds of stu­ 
dents and 
teacher 
who 
have 
worked with them in Comanche 
High School. 
An example of the preatn«*i>s of 
Mr. Lane was revealed only after 
his death by Miss Ola Cunning­ 
ham. High School English teacher 
who also held that position at 
the time Mr. Layne was princi­ 
pal and superintendent here. Miss

stated 
th at 
Mr. 
Layne, soon 
after

States entered the World W ar in 
1917, called her into his office 
and showed her a letter which ire 
had written to the W ar D epart­ 
m ent offering himself for service, 
stating th at he was a registered 
druggist and that he would be 
glad to serve either on the battle 
fields or in the hospitals. He ask- 
th at this be kept a secret even 
from his family as he was not 
sure th at he would be accepted 
and he did not wish to cause 
them any unnecessary worry and 


if he was not accepted ha did not 
care for the publicity, 
Mr. Layne took a personal in­ 
terest in his pupils even after 
they left school and always took 
pride in their success. He once 
said to the writer, “W henever any 
of my boys are candidates I al­ 
ways vote ior them. I have never 
yet voted against an ex-student 
or one of my former trustees.”
